Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 155,160-163,168-172,180-183,185-187,190-200,203-206 and 210-223 are 
allowed. 

After meeting with several Primary Examiners for opinions regarding the pending USC 
112 rejections it has been decided that applicant's arguments presented with regard to the 
description requirement are persuasive and that all USC 112 rejections should not be maintained. 

The pending claims are allowed over the prior art for the reasons set forth by applicant in 
the responses to non-final rejection dated 3/16/2007.
